An Epidemic of Confusion 


Even without an outbreak, 
CDC fears SARS worries 
will swamp U.S. hospitals 

ATLANTA I Fear over the possible return of 
Severe Acute Respiratory Syndrome, or SARS, 
is so great in the United States that even if 
the virus does not appear, it will probably 
cause disruptions in hospitals this winter, 
top U.S. health officials say. 

CDC and other health officials say emer- 
gency rooms could be swamped with sus- 
pected cases of the disease. 

“Whether the virus comes back this win- 


ter or not, we will be dealing with SARS,” said 
Dr. James Hughes, director of the National 
Center for Infectious Diseases of the Centers for 
Disease Control and Prevention. “When peo- 
ple start showing up with respiratory diseases, 
physicians will be thinking of SARS.” 

Health officials are worried that doctors 
with limited SARS experience could easi- 
ly confuse early SARS symptoms with the 
flu. To clarify matters, the CDC is working 
on a plan for doctors and hospitals to pre- 
vent outbreaks. 

SARS emerged in China last November, 
but it was not until the spring when research- 
ers identified it as a new kind of virus, (ap)

Governor- elect vows to fix 
finances without new taxes 

LOS ANGELES | California’s Gov.- elect Arnold 
Schwarzenegger said Wednesday that he was 
promised “a very smooth transition” by ousted 
Gov. Gray Davis and vowed that he and his 
advisers would “open up the books” as they 
tackle California’s ailing economy. 

In his first news conference since the 
election, Schwarzenegger reiterated sever- 
al themes from the campaign trail, insist- 
ing that he will not raise 
taxes and pledging to be 
a governor of the people. 

But he provided few specif- 
ics and said his transition 
team will develop a plan 
in the coming weeks about 
how to close a deficit of at 
least $8 billion. 

“What we have to do is . . . do the audit and 
find what the waste is,” he said. 

Schwarzenegger said he had spoken with 
an array of leaders, including Nelson Mandela 
of South Africa and President Bush, who he 
said promised to do “whatever is possible 
to help California.” Schwarzenegger said he 
intended to ask Bush for “a lot of favors.” 

The Republican actor will be sworn 
into office by mid-November, becoming 
California’s 38th governor, erica werner (ap)

Career Politician Davis 
Loses Popularity Battle 


LOS ANGELES | Gray Davis was never 
a beloved figure, not even after five 
statewide election victories over a 
30 -year career. Swept out of office 
on a tide of voter rage, he likely fell 
victim to his own aloof personality 
and his cautious political style. 

The practical reasons given for 
Davis’s downfall include California’s 
gaping budget deficit, once as high 
as $38 billion, the tripling of the car 
registration tax, and the electricity 
crisis that caused rolling blackouts. 

Davis’s career probably crested in 
mid-2000, when California was rid- 
ing high on the high-tech economic 
bubble and his name was floated as 


a possible future contender for the 
White House. 

The career politician has not 
mentioned whether he plans to 
resurrect his polit- 
ical career again. 
In his concession 
speech Tuesday 
night, Davis prom- 
ised a smooth tran- 
sition. 

“I am calling on 

everyone in this state to put the 
chaos and the division of the recall 
behind us and do what’s right for 
this great state of California,” he

The recall in California, 
where voter discontent made politi- 
cal history, gives hope to challeng- 
ers everywhere. 

Even as Democratic and 
Republican strategists cautioned 
against assigning broad national 
implications to Gov. Gray Davis’s 
demise, they said the recall cam- 
paign has reinvigorated a decade- 
old strain of disenchantment that 
incumbents must face — or fall to. 

Strategists said the recall did 
complicate Bush’s re-election bid. 


White House officials worry that 
Schwarzenegger will founder as 
he wrestles with California’s bud- 
get deficit and a Democratic leg- 
islature. It might have been easier 
to run against the wildly unpopu- 
lar Davis, they say. Now the presi- 
dent’s fortunes are linked to a new 
governor who enters the statehouse 
with a 45 percent unfavorable rating 
and accusations of sexual miscon- 
duct hanging over his head. 

Democrats and Republicans took 
one lesson from Davis’s demise — a 
bad economy hurts an incumbent 
who doesn’t deal with it. 

“What we’re going to see is incum- 
bent governors — Republicans and 
Democrats — being much more cau- 
tious and worried about inflaming 
public opinion,” said Democratic

NBC to Mull Shriver’s Post-Recall Role 


N E w YO R K I Maria Shriver will hud- 
dle soon with NBC News executives 
to decide how her job as a corre- 
spondent will change now that 
she’s about to become California’s 
first lady. 

Shriver, who works primarily for 
“Dateline NBC,” was on an unpaid 
leave of absence during the cam- 
paign, where she stumped with hus- 
band Arnold Schwarzenegger and 
defended him against allegations 


that he had groped other women. 

“She’s not going to report on 
California politics nor anything 
that a Governor Schwarzenegger

Shriver, a 
niece of former President John F. 
Kennedy, has avoided stories that 
involve the Kennedy family.

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White House: Iraq 
Never Disarmed 


WASHINGTON | President Bush, fac- 
ing growing doubts about his han- 
dling of postwar Iraq, launched a 
new public relations campaign to 
convince Americans his course is 
the correct one. His national secu- 
rity adviser insisted Wednesday that 
Saddam Hussein harbored ambi- 
tions to use unconventional weapons 
— even though none has been found. 

Condoleezza Rice told a foreign 
policy forum in Chicago that the 
team led by chief U.S. weapons 
hunter David Kay “is finding proof 
that Iraq never disarmed and never 
complied with U.N. inspectors.” 

In fact, she suggested, if the U.N. 


Security Council knew last winter 
what Kay’s group has uncovered 
now, it never would have rejected 
the U.S. call for war. 

Rice’s speech was part of the 
administration’s effort to combat 
suggestions by critics that Kay’s 
group had essentially come up 
empty-handed despite three months 
of looking for illegal weapons. 

Kay’s team found no actual 
weapons, although he reported to 
Congress last week that there was 
evidence that Saddam still intend- 
ed to produce such weapons and 
had retained the capability to do

FBI Bugged Philadelphia Mayor’s Office 


Street s staff suggests 
surveillanee eould be 
politieally motivated 

PHILADELPHIA! Federal law enforce- 
ment officials on Wednesday con- 
firmed that listening devices found 
in the offices of Mayor John F. Street 
were planted by the FBI — a discov- 
ery that touched off a political furor 
just weeks before Election Day. 

Three federal law enforcement 
officials, speaking on condition of 
anonymity, acknowledged that 
the FBI was responsible for the 
bug, but refused to comment on 
whether the Democratic mayor is 
a target of an investigation or to 
provide any details about the nature 
of the probe. 

Pennsylvania Gov. Ed Rendell, a 


Democrat, and Sen. Arlen Specter, 
a Republican, were among several 
politicians who called on the FBI 
Wednesday to tell the public what 
it knows about the eavesdropping 
equipment, found Tuesday. 

The bug was found during a 
routine sweep of Street’s office 
by police. Street is 
locked in a bitter 
rematch against 
Republican busi- 
nessman Sam 
Katz, and the cam- 
paign has been 
marked by charges 
of threats and race-baiting. Election 
Day is Nov. 4. 

At a meeting with reporters 
Wednesday, Street said for the sec- 
ond day that he didn’t know who 
bugged his office or why. 


Street’s campaign suggested 
the bugging was instigated by the 
Justice Department for political 
reasons. 

“Is the Republican Party capa- 
ble of dirty tricks? I think that is 
well- documented,” Street campaign 
spokesman Frank Keel said. 

U.S. Attorney Patrick Meehan, 
the top federal prosecutor in 
Philadelphia, declined to say what 
federal agents might know about the 
bug but denied politics plays any 
role in his office’s decisions. 

“The U.S. Attorney’s office in the 
Eastern District of Pennsylvania has 
a long and proud history of doing 
its work without regard to partisan 
politics. That was the practice of my 
predecessors, and it is my practice as 
well,” Meehan said in a statement.

Americans speaks a language other 
than English at home, the Census 
Bureau says, an increase of nearly 
50 percent in the past decade. Most 
speak Spanish, followed by Chinese, 
with Russian rising fast. 

Some 47 million Americans ages 
5 and older used a language other 
than English in 2000, the bureau 
said. That translates into the nearly 
one in five, compared with roughly 


one in seven 10 years earlier. 

There also were more people 
considered “linguistically isolat- 
ed” because of limited English, a 
situation that some analysts say can 
prevent people from assimilating 
fully into American society. 

The Spanish-speaking popu- 
lation rose by 62 percent over the 
period to 28.1 million; slightly more 
than half also reported speaking 
English “very well.” (ap)

Launch comes amid 
simmering tensions 

ISLAMABAD, PAKISTAN I Pakistan 
conducted its second nuclear-capa- 
ble missile test in less than a week 
Wednesday, launching a medium- 
range rocket capable of hitting New 
Delhi and most other targets inside 
archrival India. 

Friday’s test was the first 
in Pakistan since March, but 
Islamabad insists the missile 
tests have nothing to do with sim- 
mering tensions with India. An 


Army spokesman said India had 
been told of each of the launches 
beforehand. 

The two countries appeared 
headed for peace talks a few months 
ago, and the silos were silent while 
they resumed diplomatic ties and 
restored bus links. 

But negotiations never materi- 
alized and Pakistani and Indian 
leaders have recently traded accu- 
sations and insults. 

Indian and Pakistani officials 
at the U.N. General Assembly last 
month engaged in their most bitter 
public sparring in years. 

In 1998, Pakistan and India 
shocked the world by conduct- 
ing nuclear tests, earning years of 
sanctions. They nearly went to war 
in 2002 after an attack on India’s 
parliament that New Delhi blamed 
on Pakistan-backed Islamic mili- 
tants.

U.S. Mulls Iraq Resolution 

Officials assess draft s 
chances for approval 
by Security Council

is reconsidering whether to push a 
divided Security Council to vote on 
an Iraq resolution amid growing 
doubts about whether the measure 
would generate additional troops 
and money. 

The White House said 
Wednesday it still believes its pro- 
posed resolution can be adopted, but 
US. officials at the United Nations 
said it was being reassessed. 

U.N. Secretary General Kofi 
Annan, along with France, Germany 
and Russia, want a quick transfer 
of power to a provisional Iraqi gov- 
ernment — but the United States 
and Britain say the country must 
first have a constitution in place 
and hold elections, a process that 
will take at least a year. 

The review of the resolution fol- 
lows last week’s announcement by 
Annan all but ruling out any U.N. 


political role in Iraq while the 
United States and Britain are still 
the occupying powers. It took US. 
officials by surprise and raised con- 
cerns among some Security Council 
members. 

Washington had hoped the 
resolution would win approval 
before a donors conference that 
starts Oct. 23. 


OTHER DEVELOPMENTS

Colombia Blast 
Kills at Least 6 


Police haven’t ruled 
out leftist rebels for 
bomb in shopping area 

BOGOTA, COLOMBIA | A car bomb 
exploded Wednesday in a black- 
market shopping district in down- 
town Bogota, killing at least six peo- 
ple and wounding a dozen more. 

The explosion was the first to hit 
the Colombian capital since another 
car bomb blew apart an exclusive 
club in February, killing 36. 

Leftist rebels were accused of 
setting off that bomb, but author- 
ities were not so quick to assign 
blame for Wednesday’s attack. 

The bomb, packed inside a 


Jeep, went off as two police offi- 
cers approached it after residents 
complained about the vehicle, said 
Bogota’s police chief The blast killed 
both policemen. 

The attack occurred in San 
Andresito, which is filled with elec- 
tronic, clothing and liquor stores. 
Many of the goods are contraband. 
Police said members of a right-wing 
paramilitary group have recently 
been extorting shopkeepers. 

Authorities, however, did not dis- 
count that rebels might be respon- 
sible for the attack. Rebel groups 
have been fighting a succession of 
elected governments in this South 
American country for 39 years.

Iran Seeks 
To Ease Fear 
Over Nukes 

TEHRAN, IRANI Iran’s president said 
Wednesday his government will do 
everything it can to allay concerns 
about its nuclear program as long 
as such efforts do not entail a threat 
to the nation’s security. 

The International Atomic Energy 
Agency has given Iran until the end 
of the month to prove it has no plans 
to produce nuclear weapons. The 
U.N. watchdog has also called on 
Iran to sign an additional protocol 
to the Nuclear Non-Proliferation 


Treaty, providing IAEA inspec- 
tors with unfettered access to any 
site. Hardline members of Iran’s 
ruling hierarchy have called for a 
withdrawal from the treaty. 

“We are ready to do everything 
that does not damage our nation- 
al security, ... even accepting the 
additional protocol,” President 
Mohammad Khatami said. 

He did not explain in which cir- 
cumstances IAEA access might be 
limited by national security con- 
cerns.

tions arose over the health of Yasser 
Arafat after he appeared in public 
looking haggard and disoriented.

Task Force Links 
Two More Fires 


10 blazes in Md., D.C. 
have been eonnected 
by on-site evidence 

WAS H I N G TO N I The task force inves- 
tigating a string of suspicious fires 
in the Washington area has inter- 
viewed more than TOO people and 
developed a list of several dozen 
potential suspects, officials said 
Wednesday. 

The announcement came as the 
list of suspicious fires in the District 
of Columbia and Prince George’s 
County, Md., since March 5 grew to 
30, with ten conclusively linked by 
evidence found at the scene. 

“We have some physical evi- 
dence that is very promising,” said 
Prince George’s Fire Chief Ronald 
D. Blackwell. 

One of the fires added to the list 
occurred Wednesday in the 1300 
block of Otis Street NE. Four peo- 
ple were in the home when the 
fire started, but they all escaped 
unharmed. A Sept. 10 blaze on 
Dix Street NE was also added.

Montgomery Smoking Ban Is Upheld 


Judge rejects late bid 
made by restaurants 

ROCKVILLE, MD. | A ban on smok- 
ing in bars and restaurants will go 
into effect as scheduled Thursday in 
Montgomery County after a judge 
rejected a last-minute bid to put 
the law on hold. 

Montgomery Circuit Court 
Judge Patrick Woodward ruled 
Wednesday that the lawsuit filed 
by restaurant owners opposed to the 
ban was not strong enough to war- 
rant a preliminary injunction block- 
ing implementation of the law. 

That means restaurants and bars 
in the county will have to prohibit 


patrons from lighting up under one 
of the state’s strongest anti-smoking 
laws meant to protect restaurant 
workers and non- 
smoking custom- 
ers from second- 
hand smoke. 

County leaders 
hailed the ruling. 

County Executive 
Douglas Duncan 
said health officers have already 
distributed fliers to restaurants 
and bars instructing them on the 
new law. 

“We felt all along we had a strong 
case,” he said. “We are going to 
implement the law tomorrow.” 

Private clubs, such as golf cours- 


es and veteran groups that sell alco- 
hol, are exempt from the law. In 
their lawsuit, the restaurant own- 
ers claim that distinction is unfair 
and violates the Constitution’s prin- 
ciple of equal protection. 

Restaurants have also worried 
the new law will drive patrons who 
want to smoke to nearby jurisdic- 
tions like Washington and the sur- 
rounding counties, draining them 
of their business. “We will suffer 
irreparable harm,” said Claude 
Andersen, corporate operations 
manager for Clyde’s Restaurant 
Group, a plaintiff in the case. 

The lawsuit will still go for- 
ward without the injunction.

Metro Unveils First Automatic Toilet 


ALEXANDRIA, VA. | Metro riders now 
have a place to answer the call. 

The transit system unveiled its 
first readily accessible public toi- 
let Wednesday at the Huntington 
station on the Yellow Line. The 
self- cleaning facility will be at the 
northern Virginia station for a year 
as part of a pilot project. 

“Every 30 minutes it closes 
down” for a complete automatic 
washing, Exeloo President Philip 
Harman said.

the floor. The toilet seat is cleaned 
automatically after every use. 

A flashing green light indicates 
the toilet is vacant. The door opens 
and closes at the push of a button, 
while another button leads the 
retractable toilet seat to emerge 
from the wall. Still another but- 
ton dispenses toilet paper. A sink 
dispenses water and soap, and there 
is a hand dryer. All the while, the 
customer is soothed by piped-in

Bryant to Join Media in 
Courtroom for Hearing 


EAGLE, COLO. I When last seen in this 
small mountain town, Kobe Bryant 
spent seven minutes in court and 
uttered just two words. He returns 
Thursday for an appearance that 
could be just as brief — but the two 
words he says might be a lot more 
significant. 

Depending on what strategy his 
lawyers choose, Bryant could enter 
a plea of innocent Thursday to the 
charge he sexually assaulted a hotel 
worker. If he does, it will begin the 
legal countdown to a celebrity trial 
the likes of which have not been seen 
since O. J. Simpson was tried on 
murder charges eight years ago. 

A gag order is in place for all 
participants in the case, but that 
hasn’t stopped some 300 television, 
print and radio types from gather- 
ing to report — and speculate — on 
what fate awaits Bryant. However, 
cameras will not be allowed in the 
courtroom during the hearing.

Legal analysts have speculated 
that defense attorneys will waive 
the hearing because they have 
no chance of winning it and little 
chance of procuring any evidence 
they don’t already possess.

Even if the 
hearing is waived, he faces a bail 
hearing — and there is a possibil- 
ity he could enter a plea during an 
arraignment before another judge.

The world watched 
in wonder as Arnold 
claimed California 

C U LT U R E I From his former school- 
mates to world leaders, people 
worldwide marveled Wednesday at 
the almost mythical rise to power 
of Arnold Schwarzenegger from a 
young Austrian bodybuilder to the 
governorship of the most populous 
U.S. state. 

Some in the tiny village of his 
birth said the rags -to -riches story 
could only have happened in what 
many Europeans still consider the 
Land of Opportunity. 

“Here in Austria, he could never 
have achieved so much,” Peter Urdl, 
the mayor of Schwarzenegger’s 
hometown village, Thai, said while 
toasting the outcome of the elec- 
tion over champagne with a group 
of Schwarzenegger’s former class- 
mates. 

“Here a culture of envy exists 
that prevents people from making 
it this far, but I don’t think that envy 
exists in America.” 

The Austrian chancellor issued 
congratulatory messages and invit- 
ed Schwarzenegger back to his 
native country for an official visit. 
Foreign Minister Benita Ferrero- 
Waldner lauded “his success, at 


first in sport, then professional 
and now political.” 

Schwarzenegger’s stunning vic- 
tory jolted even those who are not 
normally Arnie fans. 

Congratulating Schwarzenegger, 
Edmund Stoiber, the conservative 
governor of Bavaria in neighboring 
Germany acknowledged never hav- 
ing seen a Schwarzenegger movie. 
But Stoiber, who narrowly failed 


to defeat Germany’s Socialist-led 
government last year, quipped that 
he hoped to put that right soon — 
and “maybe draw some conclusions 
about Schwarzenegger’s policies.” 

French Interior Minister Nicolas 
Sarkozy said he had mixed feelings 
about Schwarzenegger’s win, but 
acknowledged that it was a signif- 
icant achievement. 

“Someone who’s a foreigner in his 


country, who has an unpronounce- 
able name and can become gover- 
nor of the biggest American state 
— that’s not nothing,” Sarkozy told 
RTL radio. 

In China, a communist dicta- 
torship that does not elect its lead- 
ers and brooks no dissent, several 
Internet users posted messages on 
a news commentary board at the 
popular Web site Sohu.com. 


“This cannot be imagined in 
China,” said one, who did not sign 
the message. 

Television news in Japan gave 
the Hollywood star’s victory top 
billing, underscoring the strong 
Japanese appetite for U.S. enter- 
tainment and politics. 

“It’s the American dream,” said 
Hideya Sugio, a news anchor at TBS, 
a national network. 

Think tanks turned to analyz- 
ing Arnie. Erik Aasard, head of 
the Swedish Institute for North 
American Studies at the University 
of Uppsala, said the outcome could 
be explained only by voter dissatis- 
faction with the economy. 

“The only way to explain this is 
not so much that Schwarzenegger 
is an attractive candidate— which 
he certainly is — but that the vot- 
ers are enormously dissatisfied 
with the California administra- 
tion,” Aasard said. 

Others had more critical words 
for Schwarzenegger — and the 
country that has already set the 
precedent of electing actors and 
athletes to political office. 

“The best political fiction invent- 
ed by Hollywood tends to be mere- 
ly a prelude for reality,” wrote the 
respected Mexican daily Reforma. 
“Let’s all prepare ourselves to see in 
the capital of Sacramento — once run 
by Ronald Reagan — this vacuous 
man, this fascinating Mr. Universe 
whose movie titles describe him 
well: ‘The Barbarian,’ ‘The Predator,’ 
‘The Destroyer,’ ‘Terminator,’ and 
‘Villain.’” vanessagera(ap)

Schoolboy heroes 
and demure servants 
in French painting 

M U S E u M S I You can have your j ag- 
ged, intense contemporary art and 
your modernist lopsided ladies — 
no period in painting was so rich 
with the sweetly mundane nor 
so visually ravishing as what this 
touring exhibition, coming to the 
National Gallery this weekend, calls 
“The Age of Watteau, Chardin and 
Fragonard.” 

The “Masterpieces of French 
Genre Painting” by Francois 
Boucher, Jean-Baptiste Greuze 
and Louis -Leopold Boilly as well 
as the artists named in the title are 
small-scale expressions of events, 
moments and manners in 18th-cen- 
tury Parisian society from washer- 
women to middle-class students to 
high- society picnickers. 

The subject matter wasn’t par- 
ticularly revolutionary, but the man-

ner in which these subjects were 
treated was — girls dipping well- 
water were tinted with all the lim- 
pid, pink- cheeked care of a Diana 
at her bath, and the serene young 
boys engaged in solitary pursuits 
were given all the heroic dignity of 
a neo-classical idol. 

More than 100 of these exqui- 
site works have been gathered from 
museums worldwide for the first 
comprehensive survey of French 
genre painting. 

This show includes some of art 
history’s most sumptuous — and 
infamous — paintings: Jean-Honore 
Fragonard’s inexplicably naughty 
“Blindman’s Buff” (1750-55), Jean- 
Antoine Watteau’s pastel portrait 
of a troubadour, “Mezzetin,” and 
Jean-Baptiste- Simeon Chardin’s 
simultaneously earthy and ethe- 
real “Soap Bubbles.” 

The term “genre” has downscale 
implications, but, as this ambitious 
exhibition shows, respectful render- 
ings of ordinary people are as rich 
with truth and beauty as the Venus 
de Milo, (express)

WALNUT-AND-CHEESE-STUFFED PORK CHOPS 


4(1 1/4-inch thick) pork chops, about 1 1/2tablespoons butter 


21/2 pounds 
salt 

1 cup chopped walnuts 
1/2 cup crumbled blue cheese 
1 teaspoon minced shallots 

Patthe porkchops dry and 
sprinkle with saitto taste. Slash 
thefatontheedgeofeach chop 
through to the meat in three places. 

Cut a pocket in each pork 
chop nearlytothe boneand almost 
the length ofthechop, leaving only 
about one-fourth to one-half inch 
of meat uncut ateitherend.

Shelling Out 


COOKING I Taste a raw walnut and 
what you’ll find is something that, 
despite a good, pleasing crunch, is 
complex and sweet but subtly so — 
nearly to the point of blandness. The 
main note is a hint of something 
from the peel that leaves your mouth 
a little puckered and bitter. 

Toast that nut, though, and you’ll 
taste something completely differ- 
ent. The flavor blossoms, rich and 
roasted. The aroma is deeply fra- 
grant and completely delicious. 

It’s simple to do. If you have a lot 
of nuts, use the oven. (Use a skil- 
let for smaller quantities.) Put the 
shelled nuts on a jellyroll pan with- 
out any oil and bake at 350 degrees. 
Stir every couple of minutes and 
take a good whiff when you do: The 
surest indicator of when the nuts are 
done is that they become aromatic. 
This will take 5 to 10 minutes. 

Add walnuts to a cookie or a 
pie crust recipe and you’ll see that 
immediately. You don’t even need

to roast them beforehand — both 
are thin enough to allow the nuts 
to toast during the baking. 

Walnuts are perfect for fall sal- 
ads, especially when paired with 
ingredients that are slightly sweet, 
such as pears or fennel, or a bit bit- 
ter, such as Belgian endive. 

Because walnuts spoil fairly 
quickly, people who do a lot of 
baking like to buy now and freeze 
them for later. But be sure to pick 
up a couple of bags of plain old nuts 
in their shells as well. They’ll last all

New-Aged Wine 


WINE I During the autumnal 
equinox last month, a handful 
of winemakers in Napa, Sonoma 
and Mendocino performed what 
looked like a pagan ritual in their 
vineyards. They packed cow horns 
with fresh cow dung, then buried 
them among their grape vines. 

It’s just another day in the vine- 
yard for the followers of biodynamic 
farming, a kind of organic funda- 
mentalism that’s gaining credibility 
in premier wine regions around the 
world. It may look, at first, like the 
lunatic fringe, but the most respect- 
ed names in Burgundy are among 
the biodynamic faithful: Domaine 
Leroy and Domaine Leflaive have 
used biodynamics since the late 
1980s. The more recent California 
converts include such prestigious 
wineries as Benziger, Bonterra, 
Joseph Phelps and Araujo. 

The theory is that vineyard soil 


has had the life sucked out of it by 
the overuse of chemical pesticides 
and herbicides. Unless those life 
forces can be brought back, the 
grapes will not yield wines that 
truly reflect the “terroir,” that dif- 
ficult-to- define sense of the place 
where the grapes are grown. To that 
end, biodynamic vintners adhere 
to a cookbook full of vineyard ritu- 
als, potions and other metaphysical 
practices that have more in common 
with religion than viticulture. 

Skeptical as our testers were, 
after tasting 14 biodynamic wines, 
the group found them complex and 
full of character. For a list of cer- 
tified biodynamic growers, go to 
the Demeter Association Web site 
(www.demeter-usa.org).

Roast them 
and they turn into golden sweet 
jewels. They’re loaded with anti- 
oxidants. Season with garlic, olive 
oil, serve by itself or with spinach, 
whatever you like.

The 
Big One. Americans have not got 
a very realistic view of how much 
government costs. In California, 
voters have trapped their state 
government by passing referen- 
da demanding spending on vari- 
ous beloved things, but they have 
also denied government the reve- 
nue needed to pay for all of them 
and ordinary government func- 
tions, too. 

Will Arnold have to move left of 
center to govern effectively with 
a heavily Democratic legisla- 
ture and will doing so alienate the 
Republican base that helped to get 
him elected? 

I think he has been in the cen- 
ter for two months. That’s why 
McClintock ran so fiercely against 
him. There’s no way Schwarzenegger 
can impose a right-wing agenda on 
California with the current legis- 
lature in place, but nor has he sig- 
naled any desire to do so. 

Can the situation in California be 
extrapolated to the national stage 
and voters’ dissatisfaction with the 
direction of the country today? If 
SO, will voters maintain this anger 
going into next year’s elections? 

Obviously, California voters are 
not the same as voters everywhere. 
But I agree with the many commen- 
tators who see a common strain in 
Schwarzenegger’s support in this 
election, and Gov. Dean’s support for 
the Democratic nomination. This is 
the new element in American poli- 
tics this year, whatever it is.
